The story of the destruction 
of crops by weed-killing spray 
used by the United States S 
gar Corp. last spring is con- 
tinuing. 

The spray used on cane fields 
was carried by wind to sur- 
rounding crops. Charging the 
spray used by the corporation 
injured their pepper crops, four 
Lakeview Colony farmers are 
suing the firm for $43,560. 
The suit was transferred to 
the federal court from the 
Palm Beach County Circuit 
court. 

The Sugar Corp. has asked 

the court to include the Mon- 
santo Chemical Co. of Dela- 
ware as a defendant liable to 
all damage claims. The Mon- 
santo Company is the maker 
of the spray used by the sugar 
firm. 
When the cane fields were 
sprayed in March, the suit al- 
leges the fumes floated over 
neighboring pepper fields caus- 
ing $12,100 damages to the 
crop of Joe Kautz, $13,310 to 
that of W. H. Webb, Jr., $13,- 
310 to that of C. H. Hitchcock, 
and $4,840 damages to the 
crop of Henry Kautz.
